Lately, however, so the 
public may infer, the building inspector’s de- 
partment has approved structures that vio- 
late zoning regulations without reference to 
the board, 

Under these circumstances, the board 
points out, there is little use of its members 
continuing to sit. It recommends that the | 
building inspector's staff be increased suffi- | 
ciently to handle these matters properly. 

The situation thus indicated calls for 
more than the revision of the building inspec- 
tion technique. It calls for a change of 
public opinion with regard to the import- 
ance of city zoning. 

Edmonton’s growth, coupled with the | 
frenzied effort to relieve the housing short- 
age, has given rise to a somewhat common | 
impression that zoning and a zoning author- | 
ity are luxuries to be employed and consult- 
ed only when this suits the convenience of | 
builders, 

Nothing could be more remote from the 
truth, Zoning regulations are never of more | 
urgency than much construction is 
going on, They are little needed when there | 
is little building ~-tivity. They are never of 
more importance than under emergency con-

A zoning authority is one of the vital 
factors in the healthy growth of a city, The 
zoning appeal board should be recognized as 
an instrument of direct control, not as an | 
agency of advice which can be taken or not

By Anneal Court
